ALLEGED CURES. MOSTLY DOPE. 


[SY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Denuncla- 
tion of so-called noxious nostrums in 
the shape of patent and proprietary 
‘medicines was the feature of the dis- 
cussion at the meeting in this city to- 
day of the National Association for 
the study and Prevention of Tubercu- 
losis. he discussion was led by Dr. 
Samuel] Hopkins Adams of New York, 
Frank Billings of Chicago and J. Wiil- 
loughby of Philadelphia. 
Dr. Adams said that some of the al- 
leged consumption cures were com- 
paratively harmless, being mostly a 
mixture of inert drugs that had no et- 
fect one way or anothér, while others 
were made up of cocaine; opium, has- 
heesh and cheap whisky. This latter 
class of remedy, he declared, an active 
poison in any case, but especially so 
in the case of a consumptive patient. 
He expressed the belief that the con- 
sumption-cure business was on the 
wane. He urged a campaign of edu- 
cation as the only means of fighting 
the nostrum evil. 
At the afternoon session, Dr. Flick, 
president of the association, delivered 
his annual address. He pleaded for 
the adoption of all possible measures to 
check tuberculosis. The financial loss 
to the public, he sald, by the disease is 
not less than $50,000,000 annually. The

WHY ARE THERE FEW PUPILS IN 
NORMAL SCHOOL?

State Superintendent of Schools 

Kirk Raises Point at Meeting of the 

Trustees and its Solution WII Be 

Left to Special Session of the Nor- 

mal School Board. 

An important question was ralsed at 
the meeting of the Board of Trustees 
of the State Normal School yesterday 
by State Superintendent of Schools 
Thomas J. Kirk. | 

Why has the attendance at the Nor- 
mal School fallen off? = 

This was the question, and an infor- 
mal discussion followed, but as the 
trustees have no authority to make 
any changes in the rules the practical 
solution of the problem will be left to 
the meeting of the joint Normal School 
boards, which will probably be called 
in special session on June 10, follow- 
ing the meeting of the State Board of 
Education, which Mr. Kirk said last 
night he intended to call for June 8 
and 9, either in this city or Berkeley. 

At present there are only about 375 
pupils in the local Normal School, al- 
though there are anyone and equipment 
for 7 One of the causes which it is 
believed militate against a greater at- 
tendance is that only graduates of 
high schools are eligible to enter the 
Normal School course. ‘ 

“It is a wonder to me,” said Mr. 
Kirk at the Hotel Alexandria last 
night, “why. more young men and 
women do not avail themselves of the 
Normal School course. For every grad- 
uate there is a good position waiting, 
in fact, there are more itions than 
there are graduates. These positions 
pay from $60 to $100 a month to start 
with, and the demand for teachers 
from the five Normal Schools of the 
State are twice what the schools can 
supply.” 

Mr. Kirk said that owing to the ca- 
tastrophe of fire and earthquake in the 
north the school census of San n- 
cisco and of Santa Clara, Humboldt, 
Sonoma, Marin and endocino coun- 
ties, had not been completed and that 
as it was on this census, taken be- 
tween April 15 and 30, that the ap- 
portionment of money for school ex- 
penses is made, it would be n 
for the Legislature, at its special ses- 
sion, to arrange for payment of money 
* carry on the schools in these dis- 
tricts. 

The meeting of the trustees yester- 
day was routine in its work, a num- 
ber of teachers being elected, some 
granted vacations and a few contracts 
awarded, one of them for electric light 
and power for the school. 


SANDSTONE SUBSTITUTE. 


Washington Says it Must Be Used in 
Local Federal Building Uniess 
More Cash Comes. 

A combination of sandstone and 


granite now is proposed for the new 
Federal building to be erected in Los 
Angeles. Advices from Washington 
yesterday are to the effect that this 
course is necessary because of the high 
bids submitted by contractors recently 
for an all-granite building. 
Uniess additional appropriations be 
secured, it is said the Washington au- 
thorities will proceed to let a contract 
for a building with granite for the 
lower courses and sandstone for the 
superstructure. The architect of the 
Treasury Department states that $100,- 
000 can be saved if this course be fol- 
lowed. 

It is declared that there is little like- 
lihood of an additional appropriation 
for the reason that the amount 
originally asked has been greatly in- 
* „ and because of numerous re- 
lief appropriations for California suf- 
ferérs. 

Advantages claimed for sandstone 
are that it will withstand the fire test 
much better, and that it can be ob- 
tained readily in Southern California 
and Arizona.

OLID FOR OWENS RIVER. 
. Above everything else the result 
of yesterday’s election demonstrates 
how enthusiastically the people of 
Los Angeles are committed to the 
Owens River water project, how near 
it is io their inmost hearts. Fear lest 
the issuance of bonds for secondary 
matters might interfere with raising 
the money for the magnificent water- 
works un ng—that undoubtedly 
was what chiefly influenced voters to 
cast their suffrages against the de- 
feated propositions. The undertaking 
to bring to “5 this splendid 


stream from the slopes of the Sierras 
is one of the t brilliant and prom- 
ising ever set foot by an American 
municipality. o city in the world of 


the size of Los Angeles ever embarked 
upon a project of such tremendous 
proportions and possibilities. This 


this city a metropolis distancing all 
its rivals in the West and will induce 
an expansion in the country round- 
about such as we of the home of won- 
ders never have seen. : 

Those who have not lived for a 
period of years in this sun land res- 
cued from the desert cannot realize 
what such a water supply means to a 
Southern California city. No eastern 
city could think for a moment of pay- 
ing $22,000,000 to bring 20,000 inches 
of water to its gates. But a thing is 
worth what it is worth, and its worth 
depends more or less on where it is. 
Water is too plentiful on the Atlantic 
slopes to be prized as it is in these 
seldom-rainedon valleys. The Owens 
River supply, brought here at the cost 
of $22,000,000, can be sold at a very 
great profit; in time the revenue from 
the water will pay all the bills and 
more too; and the power will bring 
millions to the city in a few years, 
either in direct revenue or in saving 
of lighting bills. There would not be 
the slightest difficulty in organizing a 
private corporation to take its Owens 
River bargain off the city’s hands at 
double the contemplated cost. Cap- 
Italists would snap at the chance. 

Having become the fortunate pos- 
sessors of this prodigious asset, the 
people will not take the slightest risk 
of losing any advantage to be gained 
from it. They propose to reap where 
they have sown. If there is one topic 
on which our citizens are thoroughly 
aroused and enlightened it is this. 
The Owens River plah is the apple of 
the Los Angeles public's eye. They 
will jealously guard their every finan. 
cial resource and will build up all the 
credit they may in order to consum- 
mate this, the plan of plans. it is 
most assuring to have this new dem- 
onstration of popular earnestness 
and foresight. There will be no 
breaking of the camel's back. There 
will be no plastering the city all over 
with mortgages till its ability to bor- 
row the needed $20,000,000 or more is 
gone. The Owens River project is in 
no danger from the few traitors nhl. 
the walls. 


ET’S HAVE A CANAL. 

The Senate Committee on Inter- 
oceanic Canals submitted a majority 
report on Thursday in favor of a sea- 
level canal. The principal reason 
given for favoring the sea-level plan— 
after experts have reported that either 
a sea-level or a lock canal would be 
practicable—is that a lock canal would 
be more liable to injury by earthquake 
than a sea-level cut. Perhaps this is 
true in some measure, yet it is also 
more or less ridiculous. Earthquakes 
are liable to visit any portion of the 
earth's crust at any time, as is well 
known. But should we all stop eating, 
stop drinking, stop enjoying ourselves 
and stop living, for fear that the earth 
under our feet may some time have a 
shiver or two? Are we to go through 
life in constant terror of bugs and 
quakes and things? 

The Senate committee was evidently 
badly seared by che little affair up at 
the Golden Gete. That was, indeed, 
one of the liveliest shakes the world 
nas known; ad yet, if it had not been 


followed by a conflagration vastly 


worse than the temblor, the cost of 
repairing the damage would have been 
con’ paratively light, and San Francisco. 
would soon have been itself again. 
Undoubtedly a sea-level canal across 
the Panama isthmus, if bullt, would 
be better and more serviceable in every 
way than a lock canal. The commis- 
sion of international experts so pro- 
nounced, and they gave excellent rea- 
sons for their decision in favor of the 
sea-level waterway. [If it be true that 
the sea-level cut can be accomplished 
in ten or eleven years, at a cost not 
to exceed $60,000,000 above that re- 


quired for the construction of a lock

8 EWER BONDS AND THAT’S ALL. 
It bas been so easy in the past 
to carry bond issues in Los Angeles, 
that it is particularly gratifying now 
to tind that the voters listened to the 
voice of caution'and have called a 
halt. Only the sewer bonds, by far 
the most important, pulled through 
yesterday. All the other propositions 
were defeated. Bridges, fire houses, 
police stations, storm drains, all went 
down. The vote was light, but the 
verdict was conclusive. Not one of 
the propositions, except the sewer 
bond issue, received a majority vote, 
to say nothing of the requisite two- 
thirds. The people placed sewers in 
the same category with water, where 
they belong. That was the sum and 
substance of the popular decision. 
The result was a surprise to the 
prophets of the Hearst-Clover stripe, 
and especially to the insidious ene- 
mies of the Owens River project. 
They were boasting late yesterday 
afternoon that they had carried all 
the bonds and had heaped up the 
city’s debt. They did not, give the 
voters of Los Angeles credit for the 
ability to think out the problem or for 
the sound judgment they have shown. 
As for The Times, it does not believe 
there is a municipality in the United 
States wherein the ballots cast in an 
election of this sort represent such a: 
high average of intelligent American- 
ism, hard sense and sagacious reason: 
ing as we witnessed in Los Angeles 
esterday. 

Lined up for the bonds, al] of them 
and any of them, bonds anywhere, 
anyhow and at any time, were many 
iticlans, numerous contractors who 
‘saw pie ahead, the professional job- 
hunters like “Citizen Fixit,” the log- 
rolling firemen in search of appoint- 
ments and emoluments—and a few 
citizens of the best purposes and high- 
est alms who believed that it was 
good policy for Los Angeles to take 
every step it was asked to take in the 
line of expansion and expenditure, 
without counting the risk. Then the 
benefits of several of the bond issues 
were to be spread over numerous dis- 
tricts of the city and these appealed 
to local interests. Of course the Fire 
Commission wanted to see its pet 
projects carried out; naturally the 
Park Board desired that its worthy 
plans be furthered; the Police Com- 
missioners, some of them, would see 
the department supplied with plenty 
of funds u bonds-—-and 80 on. Each 
of the propositions was a part of the 
honest aspirations of a considerable 
number of people who failed to take, 
into account all the ramifications of 
the question and to see what general 
harm might come from conferring 
some one particular favor. The 
whole issue, simmered down, was 
this: “What would redound to the 
greatest good of the greatest num- 
ber?” The voters settled it. Their 
answer is: “Refraining from fritter- 
ing away the city's credit.” 

It is to be hoped. after this very 
creditable breaking-away by the vot- 
ers from the dangerous bond habit! 
that at the City Hall there will be a 
return to the forehanded and business- 
like ways of the fathers, likewise to 
the prudent and economical methods 
of the mothers. It is time to get rid 
of the notion that the city’s money 
may be spent right and left Without 
reck, leaving no surplus for needed 
improvements and resorting to a mort- 
gage when any considerable bill is to 
be met. How long would any bust 
ness house on Spring street last if it 
should make no effort to pay its bills 
from its dally receipts, but should fool 
away the money coming over its’ 
counters and keep on giving note after 
note to pay its creditors, relying on a 
fresh note, instead of cash receipts, 
to meet each invoice? How long 
would ite credit hold good? How big 
a stock of goods could it lay in, after 
following this perpetual running-in- 
debt system for a year or two? With 
a proper administration of the city’s 
tax receipts (to be $500,000 more this 
year than last) it can pay cash out of 
these funds for all the improvements 
necessary in its police and fire depart- 
ments this very year. How much bet- 
ter than letting the money leak out of 
littie holes and heaping up the 
bonded indebtedness to do what this 
very money might have done!
